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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended independent claim 1 by adding commas to lines 8 and 9 to separate "including a 
command for controlling the device" from "and a script indicating processes to be performed to complete the command". Since the claim 
used to require a packet "including a command for controlling the device and a script indicating processes to be performed to complete the 
commend", and now only requires the packet to contain the command, the scope of the claims has been significantly altered. This limitation 
has not been previously presented and requires further search and/or consideration. 

It is noted that Applicant asserts claims independent claims 2, 3, 12, 13, 15, 17 and 18 have been amended to overcome the rejection of 
those claims under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph (Remarks 12). However, none of these claims contain the amendments made to claim 
1 , so it is unclear how Applicant amended these claims in an attempt to overcome that rejection. 

The Examiner notes the foreign translation provided by Applicant, which is sufficient to remove Eden as a reference. Accordingly, the §1 03 
rejections relying on Eden have been withdrawn.
